L eading D em ocrats C elebrate the 
Seventy-seventh Anniversary o f 
the Ohio Statesm an. 


[SFBCIAL DISPATCH* TO TH* BK00BD-DHI05.1 


Columbus (0 ), N ovem ber 
13ib.—T he 
Capital of Ohio in the events of this day 
has been a veritable Mecca of Dem oaracv. 
To th is city has come D em ocrats of the 
country at large to pay hom age to the "Old 
R om an,” A llen G. T hurm an, on the occa­ 
sion of his 77th birth-day. 
A ll day Mr. 
T hurm an has been the recipient of atten ­ 
tions w hich few A m erican statesm en have 
enjoyed after their acknow ledged retire­ 
m ent from the arena of politics, and to 
every caller, high or low, he has extended 
w ith kindly sm iles the genial hand of 
good-fellowship. 
T he m agnificence of the celebration to­ 
day and th e banquet to-night is a token of 
the esteem in w hich Judge T hurm an is 
held by th e D em ocrats of Ohio and the 
country at large. 
T hroughout the entire 
day every incom ing train brought Dem o­ 
crats of prom inence from all sections of 
the U nited States, and to-night th e scene 
can be likened to no gathering m ore than 
a N ational C onvention. 
One of the first to arrive this m orning 
was ex-President Cleveland. 
H e was ac­ 
corded a m ost enthusiastic reception by 
thej citizens w ho gathered at the depot, his 
progress through th e streets to the E xecu­ 
tive m ansion being followed by a shouting 
crowd. 
T hroughout the day the ex-P resi­ 
dent shared w ith Judge ' T hurm an the 
felicitations of the Dem ocratic leaders who 
called to pay th eir respects. 
T he ex-President first w ent from the 
depot to the Executive m ansion, and d u r­ 
ing the forenoon held a public reception at 
the State H ouse, a Presidential salute of 
tw enty-one guns being fired outside. From 
early m orning the corridors of the State 
H ouse were thronged w ith people. 
E x-P rivate Secretary Lam ont, Governor 
Campbell and m any prom inent Dem ocrats 
were present at the reception, in the course 
of w hich the enthusiasm of th e people 
knew no bounds. 
T he rem ark was often 
heard from m en, w hile shaking hands 
w ith Mr. Cleveland, "Y ou will be our next 
P resident.” 
At the conclusion of the reception Mr. 
C leveland drove to Judge T h u rm an ’s resi­ 
dence and congratulated 
h im 
on 
his 
seventy-seventh anniversary, assuring him 
th at the Dem ocracy of the nation were re­ 
joiced at his continued vigor, and hoped 
th at he m ight yet be spared for m auy 
years of usefulness. 
Judge T hurm an replied th at no years or 
future sets of years could possibly increase 
the w arm th of congratulations he had re­ 
ceived to-dry from all parts of the U nited 
States.' 
Mr. Cleveland then returned to G overnor 
C am pbell's m ansion, w here he and a few 
friends were entertained at luncheon. 
T he banquet hall to-night was decorated 
in a m ost beautiful m anner. 
T he celebra­ 
tion wa3 under the auspices of the T h u r­ 
m an Club, w hich had charge of all ar­ 
rangem ents. Noticeable am ong the deco­ 
rations were large portraits of Cleveland 
and T hurm an. 
Seldom have so m any distinguished m en 
of any party assem bled at one tim e in any 
place, except on the occasion of a N ational 
C onvention. 
A m ong them were Senators 
and 
ex-Senators, 
ex-Congressm en 
and 
Congressm en-elect, Governors, ex-G overn­ 
ors and G overnors elect, besides gentlem en 
who have distinguished them selves in va­ 
rious channels of public and private life. 
S hortly after 8 o’clock ex-President Cleve­ 
land and Judge T üurm an entered the room, 
Mr. Cleveland supporting his venerable 
com panion, who, further assisted by a cane, 
w alked slow ly up the h all. 
A ' m ighty 
cheer, repeated, greeted the tw o d istin­ 
guished guests, continuing u n til th e C hair­ 
m an m otioned th e guests to take their 
seats. 
A fter 
th e 
party 
was 
seated, 
every 
m an 
arose 
again 
and 
waved 
the traditional red bandana handkerchief 
in honor of the Old R om an. 
Mr. T hu rm an bowed slightly to his one 
thousand adm irers, and Mr. Cleveland did 
likewise, as cheers for him rent the air. 
A t the conclusion of the banquet, C hair­ 
m an L entz, of the T hu rm an Club, m ade a 
brief rpeech, introducing the toast-m aker, 
Congressm an O uthw aite. 
W hen M r.O uth- 
waite delivered a brief eulogy, Judge T h u r­ 
m an ’s guests arose to their feet again and 
the scene of w ild enthusiasm was one 4hat 
w ould have swelled w ith pride the heart of 
any h u m an being. 
It was five m inutes before the ovation sub­ 
sided sufficiently to allow Judge T horm an 
to respond. 


JUDGE THUEMAS S SPEECH. 
Judge T hu rm an responded to th e toast, 
"O ar Guesls.” 
H e said, in the beginning, 
that he was not here to-night to m ake an 
elaborate speech. 
H e was here to express 
his heartfelt appreciation of the honor they 
have so kindly seen fit to do him , to thank 
w ith his w hole soul bis neighbors, fellow- 
citizens of Ohio, and the distinguished 
gentlem en from other States, for their 
m ark of friendship and esteem. 
" I am here,” said he, "a t the age of 77, 
to repeat m y testim ony so often given of 
m y confidence in the beneficent effects of 
free institutions and m y firm belief of their 
duration on this continent, and th eir grad­ 
ual b ut certain extension over other and 
larger portions of the globe. 
Short as has 
m v life been, in com parison w ith the lives 
of nations, it has been long enough for 
m e to see m y native land, under free insti­ 
tutions, increase in population m ore than 
seven-fold; in w ealth, in a very far greater 
degree: in extent of territory, m ore than 
double its own: in th e general well-being

tional advantages and religious privileges 
w ithout rival in the world, w hile its m ag­ 
nificent w orks of internal im provem ent, its 
w onderful agricultural resources, its great 
m ines and factories, and its m arvelous 
m eans of Com munications, creations of 
science and skill, have surpassed anything 
before know n by th e b n m an race, and in 
these sam e 77 years the constitution of 
nearly every G overnm ent in Europe has 
been am eliorated by the introduction of a 
m ore liberal principle. 
"C ential and South A m erica have be­ 
come Republics. 
Canada and A ustralia 
are substantially Republics, w ithout the 
nam e. 
Even in the far E ast Japan be­ 
comes m ore free and liberal each year, and 
m ore m arvelous yet, light seem s to be 
breaking over benighted'A frica, and m en 
are predicting, w ithout exciting ridicule, 
her redem ption from her barbarous sleep 
of centuries. 
Iu a word, freedom seems to 
be gradually circum navigating the globe, 
and a proud thought for" us, the polar star 
of the navigation, is onr ow n R epublic of 
the U nited States.” 
Judge T hu rm an spoke feelingly of the 
uniform kindness and honors bestowed 
upon him by the people of O hio from boy­ 
hood to old age, and spoke of all the dis­ 
tinguished law yers and statesm en of O hio 
and other sections of the country whom 
he had know n during his career. 
In con­ 
clusion he said; 
"Before I conclude, there is one state­ 
m ent w hich I feel it m y duty to m ake. 
Iu 
one of onr tow n papers a few days ago I 
saw m y nam e suggested as th at of a proper 
candidate for the Presidency or V ice-Presi­ 
dency in 1892. 
I regretted very m uch to 
see the suggestion, for, sppeariDg in a p a­ 
per know n to be very friendly to me, and 
published in th e place of m y residence, it 
m ight n atu rally be suspected by strangers 
th at it was inspired, or at least approved by 
me. 
B ut such was not the tact. 
My 
friends, let m e say to you in all sincerity, 
aud w ithout the least m ental reservation, 
that I am not nor shall I ever again be a 
candidate for office. 
I have been sufficient­ 
ly honored by m y party, and neither ask 
nor desire any further honor th an contin­ 
ued friendship and good w ill. 
“G entlem en, you have gladdened the 
heart and brightened the footsteps of an 
old m an, your devoted friend, in his de­ 
scent of the h ill of life, w here he has al­ 
m ost reached its foot. 
M ay God bless yon 
all, is his earnest p rayer.” 


EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND. 
E x-President Clevland next responded to 
the toast, "A m erican C itizenship." 
H e 
said in part: 
" I follow the prom ptings of 
a heart full of devotion and veneration, as 
I tender from the D em ocrats of the great 
State of New Y ork her tribute of affection 
for the m an w hom we honor to-night. 
I 
am com m issioned to claim for m y State 
her full share of the glory w hich has been 
shed upon the A m erican nam e and char­ 
acter by one whose career and exam ple 
cannot be pre-em pted, and whose renow n 
cannot be lim ited in ow nership to the 
neighbors and friends of any locality. 
W e 
rejoice in the exam ple afforded on this oc­ 
casion of genuine A m erican citizenship, 
revealed to us as a safe and infallible in ­ 
terpreter of duty in all emergencies, of a 
long and honorable public career, and it Í9 
an unfailing guide to usefulness and fame. 
"In the presence and atm osphereof these 
reflections we should not m iss the lesson 
they com m end to us, or fail to renew our 
appreciation of the value of this citizenship, 
and revive our apprehension of the senti­ 
m ents and conditions in w hich it has its 
rise and grow th. 
F irst of all, we should be 
profoundly grateful 
th at 
the elem ents 
w hich m ake up the strength and vigor of 
A m erican citizenship are so n aturally re­ 
lated to our situation and are so sim ple. 
H ere the plain people of the land are rulers. 
T heir investiture of power is only accom ­ 
panied w ith conditions th at they should 
love their country; th a t they should jeal­ 
ously guard and protect its interests and 
fair "fame, aud th at all the intelligence with 
w hich they are endowed should be de­ 
voted to an understanding of its needs and 
a prom otion of its welfare. 
" It should never be forgotten th at the 
influence w hich m ore than all other things 
has m ade our people the safe depositaries 
of governm ental power, and w hich has 
fam ished 
the 
surest guarantee of the 
strength and perpetuity of a R epublic, has 
ils source in the A m erican hom e. 
H ere 
our patriotism is born and entw ines itself 
w ith the grow th of filial love, and here our 
children are tau g h t th e story of our free­ 
dom and independence. 
B ut above all, 
hH e in the bracing and w holesom e atm os­ 
phere of uncom plaining 
frugality 
and 
econom y, the m ortal and m oral attributes 
of our people have been firm ly k n it and 
invigorated. 
Never could it be said of any 
country so tru ly as of ours that the per­ 
m anency of its institutions depends upon 
its hom es. 
" I have spoken of frugality and econ­ 
om y as im portant factors in A m erican life. 
I find no fault w ith the accum ulation of 
w ealth, and am glad to see energy and en­ 
terprise receive their fair rew ard. 
B ut I 
believe our G overnm ent, in its n atu ral in ­ 
tegrity, is suited to a frugal and econom ­ 
ical people, and I believe it is safest in the 
hands of those who have been m ade strong 
and self-reliant in th eir citizenship by self­ 
denial and by the surrounding of enforced 
econom y. 
"W hen, therefore, m en in high places o f 
trust, charged w ith the responsibility of 
m aking and executing our laws, not only 
condem n but flippantly deride cheapness 
and econom y w ithin the hom es of our 
people, and w hen the expenditures of the 
G overnm ent are reckless and wasteful, we 
m ay be sure th at som ething is wrong w ith 
ns, and th at a condition exists w hich calls 
for a vigorous and resentful defense of 
A m ericanism by every m an w orthy to be 
called an A m erican citizen. 
“ Upon the question of cheapness and 
econom y, w hether it relates to individuals 
or to operations of the G overnm ent, the 
Dem ocratic party, true to its creed, w ill u n ­ 
alterably rem ain attached to our plain and 
frugal people w hen the question is raised 
w hether our people shall have the neces­ 
saries of life at a cheaper rate. 
W e are not 
asham ed to confess ourselves in full sym ­ 
pathy w ith th e dem and for cheaper coats, 
and we are not disturbed by the h in t that 
this seems necessarily to iuvolve a cheaper 
m an or w om an. 
“ W hen the prom oters of a party m easure 
w hich invades every hom e in the land 
w ith higher prices declares that the cheap 
and nasty go together, and th at this w hole 
system of cheap things is a badge of pov­ 
erty—for cheap m erchandise m eans cheap 
m en, and cheap m en m eans a cheap coun­ 
try—we indignantly repudiate such an in ­ 
terpretation of A m erican sentim ent. 
A nd 
w hen another one, high in party councils, 
w ho ha9 become notorious as an advocate 
of a contrivance 
to 
perpetrate partisan 
suprem acy 
by 
outrageous 
interference 
w ith the suffrages of 
the people, 
a n ­ 
nounces th at the cry for cheapness is un- 
A m erican. we scornfully reply th at his 
speech does not indicate the slightest con­ 
ception of true A m ericanism . 
" I will no t refer to other utterances of 
like im port from sim ilar sources. 
I con­ 
tent m yself w ith recalling the m ost prom i­ 
nent and significant. 
T he w onder is that 
these things were addressed by A m ericans 
to A m ericans. 
W hat was the occasion of 
these condem nations, these epithets? 
It is 
hard to speak patiently as we answ er. 
Step by step a vast num ber of our people 
had been led on, follow ing blindly in the 
path of the party. 
They have been filled 
w ith hate and sectional prejudice: they 
have been cajoled w ith m isrepresentations 
and false prom ises; they have been cor­ 
rupted w ith m oney and by appeals to their 
selfishness, and all these thing9 led up to 
their final betrayal to satisfy dem ands of 
those w ho supplied the fund for tbeir cor­ 
ruption. 
T his betrayal was palpable, and 
it was im possible to deny or conceal the 
fact th at the pretended relief tendered to 
the people in fulfillm ent of the prom ’se to 
lighten the burdens of their life, m ade by 
the party intrusted w ith the G overnm ent, 
was but a schem e to pay debts incurred by 
the p u rcbase of party success, w hile it 
increased the 
im p o v erish m en t 
of the 
masses. 
‘T h e people were at last aroused and de­ 
m anded an explanation. 
T he leaders of 
the party w hich was caught in the act of 
robbery, and w hich was arraigned by the 
people for a violation of its trust, were 
forced by th eir sad 
predicam ent to a 
desperate expedient. 
To attem pt to reverse 
the cu rren t of true A m ericanism , and to 
discredit it of the m ost honorably senti­ 
m ents belonging to A m erican maDhood, 
were the disgraceful tasks ol those w ho in ­ 
sulted our people by the announcem ent of 
the doctrine th at to desire cheapness was to 
love nastiness, and to practice econom y 
and frugality was un-A m erican. 
T hus do 
we plainly ?ée that w hen the path pointed 


out by patriotism and A m erican citizenship 
is forsaken by the party in pow er for 
schem es of selfishness and unscrupulous 
conspiracies for partisan success, it course 
leads to u ojust favoritism , neglect of the 
interests of the masses. 
"B u t this is a tim e w hen faith in our 
countrym en shouid be fully re-established. 
T he noise of the recent political revolution 
is still heard through the land. 
T he peo­ 
ple have just dem onstrated that there was 
a point beyond w here thev cannot be led 
by blind partisanship, and that they are 
quite com petent to exam ine and correctly 
decide political questions concerning their 
rights and their welfare. 
They have u n ­ 
m ercifully resented every attack upon true 
A m erican m anhood, and have taught the 
party leaders that, though slow to anger, 
they take terrible revenge when betrayed. 
They perm it us to forgive onr honored 
guest for all the cheap' coats he has ever 
w orn, for they have declared them to be 
in fashion. 
T hey have aiso decreed that 
the decalogue has a place in onr politics, 
for they have enforced 
the com m and 
‘T hou shall not steal,’ and have rendered 
em phatic verdict against those w ho have 
borne false witness. 
"W h o can now doubt our countrym en’s 
appreciation of th at trait so well illustrated 
in th e character of A lien G. T hurm an, 
w hich prom pted him throughout his long 
career, at all tim es and in all circum ­ 
stances, and w ithout regard to personal 
consequences, to do things w hich his con­ 
science and judgm ent approved, and which 
seemed to him to be in the interests of his 
country and in accordance w ith his D em o­ 
cratic faith? 
“O ur rejoicing and his are increased as 
we also celebrate to-night the triu m p h of 
the Dem ocratic principles for w hich he 
fought and fell but tw o short years ago, 
and to com plete our joy and his, we are 
perm itted to indulge in "true D em ocratic 
enthusiasm over the steadfastness and de­ 
votion to its creed exhibited by our party, 
w hich, know ing no discouragem ent, has 
fought to victory the people’s cause. 
"W e shall fail in the obligation to our 
fellow countrym en if we stifle conscience 
and duty by ignoble partisanship, but shall 
meet every patriotic expectation if we fol­ 
low the guidance of true and honest D em ­ 
ocracy, illum ined by the light of genuine 
A m erican citizenship.” 


"THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY.” 
General T hom as Ew ing responded to 
“ The Dem ocratic P arty ." 
In relation to 
future public econom y, in the course of 
his speech he said : 
"Since the w ar the 
great industries of the countiy have been 
becom ing concentrated in the hands of a 
few great corporations, created by the peo­ 
ple and subject to th eir control. 
Toese 
vast powers are rapidiy m u ltiplying the 
m illionaires and destroying the industrial 
independence of th e masses. 
“ As D em ocrats, iu the broadest sense, 
we m ust check this grow ing evil so far as 
the m eans lie w ithin the legitim ate powers 
of the G overnm ent. 
O ur taxation, local 
aud national, aggregates over eight h u n ­ 
dred m illions per year. 
To put an enorm ­ 
ous tax burden on w ealth instead of the 
labor of the country will tend stroDgly to 
the wholesom e and ju st distribution of the 
annual net increases w hich labor and capi­ 
tal com bined produce 
"W e m ust go back to a rational tariff 
policv. 
T he R epublican party has enacted 
a tariff for piotection only, leaving sixty- 
three m illions of consum ers to be p lu n ­ 
dered by protected m anufacturers.” 
G eneral Ew ing further said th at the 
Federal 
incom e 
and inheritance 
taxes 
should be. and he believed will be, restored 
by the Dem ocracy. 
They should be im ­ 
posed in raisiDg revenues by both State 
and Federal governm ents. 
Sm all incom es 
and inheritances shonld be w holly exem pt, 
and the tax should be graduated so as to 
increase w ith the am ount of inheritance or 
incom e. 
R ailroad and m unicipal corpora­ 
tions, he said, shonld be regulated by the 
States to rescue the m asses from undue ex­ 
action.

T H E ELEVENTH CENSt'5. 


An In terestin g U u lletin Soon to b e Is­ 
sued by 5Ir. F o rter. 


W a s h in g t o n , Novem ber 13:h.—O re of 
the m ost interesting bulletins that w ill ever 
be issued by the Census Office will come 
out in a few days. 
It will give the popula­ 
tion of cities having m ore than 8,000 in ­ 
habitants, and the list will em brace over 
400 
T he grouping of this particular class 
of statistics will afford an opportunity for 
com parisons, and will furnish data for a 
num ber of valuable studies. 
Mr. P orter says: 
"T he m ost surprising 
fact th at the forthcom ing census will estab­ 
lish ¡3 the stupendous grow th of the urban 
population—the m igration of the sgricult- 
uial population to th e cities. 
T he ten­ 
dency of m odern civilizition is to m ass the 
population. 
Au individual often sinks his 
own will, his own property, his own h ap p i­ 
ness, present and prospective, in tenem ent 
houses of the city, when he m ight have 
been an - independent m an, w ith a fair 
com petence, had he been content w ith 
rural life. 
T he pre em inent su:ce-s of a 
few in the vast com m ercial enterprises, í d 
the m anufactures and in public affairs, 
tem pts those in the scattered hom es to go to 
the centers of population, and hopefulness 
keeps m any of them there till they cannot 
get aw ay. 
As the result of this tendency 
the eleventh census will show a trem en­ 
dous gain in city population. 
"D uring the past decade this gain has 
been no less than 60 per cent. 
In speaking 
roundly, it m ay be said that in 1790 one 
th irtieth of the population was iound in 
cities of m ore than 8,000 population; in 
1800, one-tw enty fifth; in 1810, and also in 
1820, one-tw entieth; in 1830, one-sixteenth; 
in 1840, one-tw elfth: in 1850, one-eighth; 
in I860, one-seventh, 1870, m ore than one- 
nftb, in 1880, half-w ay betw een one-fifth 
and one-quarter, and in 1890, nearly three- 
tenths. 
"T h e eleventh census w ill show th at in 
the State of M assachusetts fuilv 75 per 
cent of the population reside in cities. 
"T he phenom enal grow th in population 
of our centers of industrial energy is in d i­ 
cative of the rise of our great m anufactur­ 
ing industries during the last decade, and 
illustrates the fact th at this country is now 
th e forem ost m auufacturiDg, as well as the 
leading agricultural nation, in the w orld." 
Speaking of the effect of 
this urban 
m ovem ent, M r. Porter said : 
"T he grow th 
of cities Las undoubtedly decreased the 
rate of increase in our population, as the 
birth rate in onr citie3 is notoriously low.

W a s h in g t o n , N ovem ber 13th.—Consul 
J. D. C onnolly, at A uckland, New Zealand, 
has subm itted a report to the State D epart­ 
m ent in w hich he says. 
"T h e total valne 
of im ports from the Ü rited States during 
the year 1889 am ounted to $1,712,180, an 
increase over the preceding year of $96.835. 
The value of exports to the U nited States 
during the sam e period was $1,706 870, thns 
show ing the balance of trade to be $5,320 
in our favor at the close ot last year. 
“ As the A ustralasian colonies are grow ­ 
ing in w ealth and population, aDtj in con­ 
sequence their com m ercial im portance is 
correspondingly increasing, it m ight pot he 
uninteresting to know the value of onr 
trade w ith New Zsaland for the last ten 
years, viz, from 1880 to 1889, inclusive, 
from figures ju st received from the Colonial 
G overnm ent. 
I find the exports for the 
period above referred to to be: 
Im ports 
from the U nited S'ates. $17 680 255; exports 
to Am erica, $16,339,060; th u s leaving a bal- 
anoe to our credit for ten years' trade of 
$1,541,195. 
"C onsidering th at there has been no 
special effort on our part to cultivate these 
close com m ercial relations, w hich are be­ 
com ing so necessary to the cultivation of 
new m arkets for the surplus m anufactures 
of the U nited States, the above figures can­ 
not be considered unfavorable. 
I believe I 
am justified in saying th at if an earnes 
effort was m ade tow ards extending onr 
trade w ith these colonies our present trade 
will m ore th an double an nually. 
This, 
however, can only be accom plished by 
m ore frequent com m unication."

AS 
AN 
INDUSTBY. 


The bounty of two and one and three- 
quarters cents per pound offered by the 
Government on certain grades of domestic 
sugar, and the placing of sugar generally 
on the free list, is a measure, the exact re­ 
sults of which cannot be foretold with cer­ 
tainty. 
Ju st now there is a disposition to 
declare that it will result in a domestic 
product equal to the entire consumption in 
the United States. 
I t remains to be seen 
whether this will be the result. 
Specula 
tion on the subject is little better than 
mere guess work. 
As soon as the ports of the United States 
are opened to free sugar, a new factor will 
set up. 
Bearing in mind th at the ad va­ 
lorem rate was from 99.95 to 108.69 per 
cent, of the value of the article, and the 
extent of the encouragement of importa­ 
tion now offered will at once be perceived. 
A dm itting the sugar of the world free 
may have the effect of killing the entire 
industry of the U nited States. The bounty 
to be paid should be equal to the differ, 
enee between the cost of producing the 
article in this country and in the countries 
entering into competition with our do­ 
mestic production. The question, there­ 
fore, is, will this bounty offset the cheap 
labor of Germany, the better climatic ad­ 
vantages of the West Indies and other 
sugar-producing countries of the world ? 
A nother question is, will the admission of 
sugar free into America encourage its pro­ 
duction in Brazil, or generally encourage 
its production where cane sugar may be 
grown economically ? 
The payment of the bounties offered un­ 
der the M cKinley Act is another thing 
which will have to be looked to very care­ 
fully. 
The producer of sugar, under the 
laws, to be entitled to the bounties shal' 
have filled 
prior 
to 
January 1st of 
each 
year 
w ith 
the 
Commissioner 
of 
Internal 
Revenue, 
a 
notice 
of 
th e place of production, with a general 
description of the equipm ent and the 
methods employed bv him, with a careful 
estim ate of the amount of sugar he pro­ 
poses to produce in the coming year, and 
th e number of maple trees to be tapped, 
in the case of maple sugar; also an appli­ 
cation for a license to so produce, to be 
accompanied by a bond conditioned that 
he will faithfully observe all the rules and 
regulations that shall be prescribed for 
such manufacture and production of sugar. 
The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
upon receiving the application and bond, 
shall issue the license asked for, designat­ 
ing w hat kind of sugar is to be produced; 
but the license shall not extend beyond 
one year from its date. 
The Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, with the approval of 
th e Secretary of the Interior, shall from 
tim e to tim e make rules and regulations 
for the manufacture of sugar, and under 
the direction of the Secretary of the In ­ 
terior, shall exercise a supervision over all 
manufactures. 
And for the payment of 
th e bounties, the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury is authorized to draw warrants for 
such sums as may be necessary, when cer­ 
tified to by the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. 
The measures thus outlined involve the 
appointment of a large number of agents 
in the Internal Revenue Departm ent. 
It 
will expand the Internal Revenue equip­ 
m ent of the U nited States many fold. 
As 
originally presented to the House, the bill 
contained no provision punishing any one 
who would knowingly refine, or aid in re­ 
fining sugar imported into the United 
States, but the Senate amended the bill by 
providing that any person knowingly re­ 
fining or aiding in refining* any sugar 
upon which a bounty has already been 
paid, or applied for, or any person not en­ 
titled to a bounty, who shall apply for or 
receive the same, shall be guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall pay a fine not exceeding §5,000 or be 
imprisoned for a period not exceeding five 
years, or both, at the discretion of the 
Court. 
Thus there is a penalty fixed for claim­ 
ing a bounty on sugar manufactured out of 
the country, but that will not prevent 
frauds being practiced any more than the 
penalties 
attached 
to 
frauds on the 
revenue at the present time can preven^ 
them from being practiced. 
A very large 
portion of the sugar imported into the 
country will be so mixed with the do­ 
mestic article that the Government will 
paying a bounty on the imported 
article. 
From the very outset, therefore, 
this false factor will run through the 
ledger account of home production. 
The 
bounty on the production of domestic 
sugar is also a bounty equal to §40 per ton 
upon any frauds which may be practiced! 
and the onl y safeguard against 
these 
frauds is the vigilance of the Collector of 
Internal Revenue. 
It will not be long be­ 
fore sugar im porting rings will be formed 
and systematic attempts inaugurated to 
deliver this bounty on sugar to foreign 
production. 
As to the beet sugar industry, l>eet 
sugar may be profitably grown almost any- 


Vtliére south of the Ohio river. 
Up to 
this time, the production of beet sugar 
in this State has been unprofitable. 
The 
experim ent of enterprising citizens of this 
State and the failure of that experim ent 
is still fresh in the minds of many ; and 
th e bounty of §40 per ton upon sugar may 
encourage the growth of the sugar beets, 
but the problem still to be solved will be, 
can sugar be produced abroad for two and 
one and three-quarters cents per pound 
less than the cost of its production in the 
U nited States? 
If it can, the imported j 
article, on which no duty has to be paid, 
w ill stand upou equal footing with the 
domestic product, and if it should prove 
that there is a margin under this head in 
favor of foreign sugar, the market will be 
given over wholly to the foreign article. 
W hoever, therefore, predicts any re­ 
vival of sugar production must be pre­ 
pared to show th a t they have completely 
mastered all the real fact 
lem, and must be prepared to answer 
definitely and specifically all questions re­ 
lating to the relative cost to the con­ 
sumers in the U nited States of the foreign 
and domestic product. 
The consumer will 
take the cheapest article.

N ovem ber 14th.—a . m.—The 
Times this (Friday) m orning, in connection 
w ith th e S tanlev-B arttelot m atter, pub­ 
lishes th e full text o f Assad 
F arrar's 
affidavit. 
H e describes how B arttelot, after 
Stanley left Y am buya. finding food scarce, 
em ployed arm ed Soudanese "to attack the 
neighboring villages, but found them de­ 
serters. 
H e then had recourse to capturing 
native w om en and dem anding food for 
th eir ransom . 
B onny did the sam e. 
Assad relates how B arttelot daily ordered 
the m en to be given from 25 to 1000 ia3hes 
for various offenses. 
H e speaks of n u m er­ 
ous cases of the stealing of food, th e thieves 
being punished w ith 100 or m ore lashes 
u n til their flesh was torn. 
In one case B arttelot ordered the p u n ish ­ 
m ent stopped, but w hen the victim re­ 
covered som ew hat he was given 150 more 
lashes and then was com pelled to w alk ten 
hours in the sun daily, heavily chained. 
T his continued for tw o m onths, w hen the 
victim ’s sores becam e m aggoty. 
B arttelot 
then relieved him for a week and Doctor 
Bonnev gave him m edicine, alter w hich 
the pun ish m en t or m arching in the sun 
was resum ed. 
T he m an finally decam ped, 
but was recaptured and shot. 
Assad says the officers had plenty of food, 
but th at th e m en in cam p were starving 
and dying daily. 
“O ften,” he says, “ we 
asked the M sjor to issue a iittie old rotten 
rice to m ake soup for the invalids, but this 
was im possible. 
The cam p became a m is­ 
erable sight, yet none of the officers ap­ 
peared to care.” 
Assad refers particularly 
to W ard and Troup, saying that they 
seem ed content, having everything they 
w anted, and were disinclined to m arch. 
R eferring to the Jam eson incident, Assad 
says th at Jam eson expressed to Tippoo Tib 
a curiosity to witness cannibalism . Tippoo 
told Jam eson he had better purchase a 
slave. Jam eson then paid six handkerchiefs 
for a ten-vear-old girl. 
The girl was then 
taken to 'th e cannibals chief, telling them 
she was a present from a w hite m an, w ho 
wanted to see h er eaten. 
The girl was tied to a tree. 
T hen one of 
the natives stabbed her in the belly. 
She 
was soon dead. 
T hen the natives cut her 
up. Som e took the legs, arm s and other 
portions to their huts, w hile others took 
the entrails to the river and washed them , 
Jam eson in the m eantim e m aking rough 
sketches of the horrible scene. 
Then he 
w ent to his cam p, w here he finished the 
sketches in water colors. 
Assad then describes the officers going to 
Stanley F alls at the end of M ay. 
H e tells 
of Jam eson’s anger at the quarrel of B artte­ 
lot w ith Selin M ahom ed, and of th e an x ­ 
iety of both to seek or discover w hether 
Stanley was dead cr in prison, as rum ored, 
B arttelot believing th at if he could release 
Stanley from im prisonm ent he would be 
m ade a Colonel. 
Bonney also m akes a further statem ent 
this m orning, to th e effect th at th e canm - 
bal incident was the cause of the death of 
both Jam eson and B arttelot. 
Assad told the Congo State authorities, 
and they, excited over the incident, sent 
his affidavit to Europe. 
B arttelot, learning 
this, became terribly excited for fear he 
would be blam ed, and B onny says he 
ascribes the violence w hich led to Bartte- 
lot’s death to this cause.

A lthough th e Supervisors were able to 
canvass bu t n in e m ore of the city precincts 
yesterday, as against ten on the preceding 
day, they did no t encounter the usual n u m ­ 
ber of “ snags” in th e returns, and the can­ 
vass progressed quite sm oothly. 
T h ere were m ore or less changes, or cor­ 
rections, m ade by the canvassers in the re­ 


turns of nearly all the precincts. 
B ut one 
tally sheet was absolutely correct, and th at 
was the one from the n in th precinct of the 
T hird Supervisor D istrict, w here Lincoln 
W hite was clerk. 
T he returns from th e tenth precinct of 
the sam e district were not signed by the 
Judges and Inspectors, and the county 
had to go to th e expense of hiring another 
hack to gather them up and escort them to 
the Court-house. 
It w ould seem to be a 
light enough penalty cn such officers, for 
thus neglecting their duties, to com pel 
them to pay th e hack bilis th at are being 
charged up to the cu u n 'y because of their 
neglect of duty. 
In the forenoon’s canvass D evine, for 
City Justice of the Peace, gained ei^ht 
votes over the num ber as heretofore p u b ­ 
lished, and on w hich estim ates had been 
m ade. 
In the fourth precinct the can­ 
vassers found Devine entitled to 76, instead 


of 75, and B aker (w ho is p nshing him 
closely) 94, instead of 93. 
In precinct ten 
Devine lost one vote, and at the close of the 
day’s work he had figured up a lead of 31 
votes over B ik er, w ith only tw o precincts 
to be beard from. 
T he only other m aterial changes found 
in the returns for local candidates were in 
th e fifth precinct of the T hird D istrict, 
w here M cM ullen lost n ic e and Stanley 
gained as m any. 
R hoads lost thirteen, 
Beard gained thiee, and H am ilton gained 
twelve. 
Sim s lost nine, w hich his oppo­ 
n ent, Irvine, gained. 
M alt. F . Jo hnson explains his continued 
presence at the canvassing of th e returns 
by stpiing th at it is not in the hope of find­ 
ing th at he has been elected, but for the 
purpose of noting all the facts connected 
w ith the scratching of tickets, etc. 
T here 
are several other defeated’ candidates who 
seem to be interested in the same in ter­ 
esting object-lesson in politics.

PARDONED FROM PRISON. 
DEATH AMONG STRANGERS. 


G o v e r n o r W a t e r m a n 's R e a s o n s f o r R e ­ 
le a s in g Tw o C o n v i c t e d P e r s o n e . 
T he G overnor granted a pardon yesterday 
to Mrs. Francisca Suchorzynski. w ho was 
convicted in San Fraucisco in Ju ly , I860, of 
having lottery tickets in h er possession and 
sentenced to pay a fine of f 2-50 or serve th at 
n u m b er of days in th e County Jail. 
The 
Governor says : 
“ T his w om an is in poor circum stances, 
and unable to pay her fine. 
She has been 
im prisoned for four m onths, an d I ihink 
th is punishm ent sufficient for the offense. 
H er petition is signed by Judges Lawler, 
R ix and Joachim sen of the Poiice Coun; 
P. D. Tage, D istrict A ttorney; W . H . L. 
Barnes, Jo h n T. C utting and others.” 
A pardon was also granted to Job H . 
Jefferies, who was convicted of m anslaugh­ 
ter in San Francisco in A pril, 18SS, and 
sentenced to seven and one naif years' im ­ 
prisonm ent. 
T he reasons given by the 
G overnor for granting the pardon are as 
follows: 
"P rio r to and at the tim e the trouble oc­ 
curred Jefferies was in the em ploy of the 
G eary Street R ailroad, and was considered 
a valuable em ploye. 
On the 17th of No­ 
vem ber, 1887. w hile engaged in a gam e of 
cards in a corner grocery im m ediately 
across the street from the Geary street en­ 
gine and car-house, he becam e im plicated 
in an altercation, in the course of which 
be was attacked and m ost brutally beaten 
by three m en—one K ehoe and tw oS outh- 
ers, father and son. 
H e was taken to his 
boarding-house in a bleeding and alm ost 
insensible condition, and on the next after­ 
noon, w hen he was able to walk, w ent to 
th e drug store on the opposite corner from 
th e grocery to get som e m edicine. C hanc­ 
ing to m eet som e of his friends he invited 
them into a saioan to take a drink, and 
upon entering found there the younger 
ot the Soothers, who arose from his chair 
and started tow ard Jefferies w ith his hand 
raised in a threatening attitnde, when 
Jefferies fired at him , inflicting wounds 
from w hich he died in a few days. 
Jeffer­ 
ies’ character prior to this occurrence wa3 
excellent, and his reputation for peace and 
quiet exceptionally good. 
I consider that 
h e was acting in self defem c when he 
fired, as he bad good reason to believe he 
was again to be attacked, ar.d in his weak 
condition he was no m atch for his oppo­ 
n en t.

a straight R epublican ticket, so th at if his 
ballot should cut an im portant figure in 
the election, or change the result in any 
candidate's case, the harm could readily be 
rectified 
by throw ing out one straight 
ticket. 
Inspector M ichael H ughes of precinct ten, 
testified that w hen Jensen voted there be 
said nothing about having already voted in 
any other precinct. 
D aniel M eagher testified th at he was I n ­ 
spector at the polling-place in precinct th ir­ 
teen w hen Jensen voted there, but was away 
at dinner at the tim e. 
The testim ony developed th e fact that 
som e of the officers of election in the 
th irteen th precinct did not attend very 
closely to their duties, and one of the of­ 
ficers in precinct ten, who was attending to 
checking off the nam es of voters from the 
regis’er as their ballots were cast, inform ed 
the Court th at he did not have his glasses 
w ith him and theiefore could n ot perform 
th at duty readily. 
T he case was argued by City A ttorney 
H art for the prosecution, but Charles T. 
Jones, counsel for Jensen, subm itted the 
case for the defense w ithout argum ent, 
m ore than to say th at Jensen had no intent 
to vote illegally. 
Judge Buckley took this view of the case, 
and ordered the discharge of Jensen. 
Precinct ten was canvassed by the Board 
of Supervisors yesterday afternoop, and 
precinct thirteen is the first one to be can­ 
vassed this m orning.

Mr. E stell tw o years ago w ent E ast in 
charge of the W inters stable of thoro u g h ­ 
breds. and retu rn in g spent last w inter in 
th is city, w here he had for m any years 
m ade his hom e. 
H e w ent East w ith the 
stable again last spring, and returned to 
Mr. W inters' hom e, in Nevada, about two 
m onths ago, w here he has since rem ained. 
H e was not in very robust health w hen he 
last left th is city, but his friends here were 
ignorant of the fact th at of iate he L sl 
been in such declining health as to en d an ­ 
ger his life. 
A lfred H enderson Estell was a native of 
Tennessee, and cam e to California in 1850. 
H ere he had alw ays been au active m an, 
and w herever know n his nam e was syn­ 
onym ous w iih thornneh honesty and no 
bility of character. ‘ U ncle A lf.” as he was 
fam iliarly knowD, never descended to the 
com m ission of an act that was not in thor­ 
ough keeping w ith the character of a gen­ 
tlem an. 
Like so m any well-reared Southerners, 
be was an ardent sportsm an, his tasie ru n ­ 
ning to th o ro u g h b red horses, and he was 
widely know n on the turf.

race-horse for a q uarter of a century back.

tions of trust in this State: 
W hen Pan]

in the fifties Mr. Extill was his Chief Dep­ 
u t y ^ position w hich he held for m any 
years. 
H e was D eputy State Treasurer 
under Tfiom as Findlev, about 1358. 
A few 
yeais later, w hen the Com stock m ines 
were being developed, he w ent to V irginia 
City and become Superintendent of one of 
th e largest m ines there. 
H e was afterw ard 
Superintendent of a large m ine in eastern 
N evada—probably at Piocbe. 
A bandoning th e m ining 
business he 
cam e to Sacram ento, and served as one of 
the clerks under State Surveyor General 
Higley. 
Since then he wax U nder Sheriff 
darin g the term s of H . M. L sR ne ar.d M 
M Drew in this county, and had held 
other positions. 
Everybody that knew “Uncle A lf” loved 
him . 
lie was a great favorite especially 
w ith the juvenile m em bers of his friends' 
fam ilies and was never happier than when 
contributing in som e way io their pleasure. 
T here was not a selfish quality in his n a ­ 
ture. and he was ever ready to help the 
neeay to the fullest extent of his own 
lim ited m eans. 
It is not yet know n w hether he will be 
bnried at Reno or in this city. 
H e has a

In q u iry concerning the actual condition 
of the indebtedness of this city enables the 
follow ing statem ent to be m ade. 
T he in ­ 
form ation is obtained from the show ing 
m ade upon the records of the Funded Debt 
Com m ission. 
It will be rem em bered th at on the 28th 
of Septem ber, 1836, a com m ittee of the 
Board of Trade, after a full and careful ex 
am inaiion of the funded debt of this city, 
reported that, exclusive of th e holdings of 
the F unded 
Debt 
Com m issioners, 
the 
am ount ot outstanding bonds was $1,061,­ 
900. an 1 of past dnecoupons $438.100; total, 
$1,500.000. 
On the 11th of October of this 
year (1890) Mr. H opper, the well-know n 
expert accountant, as the result of a thor­ 
ough exam ination, reported: O utstanding 
bonds. $830,700. and past due ccupODS, 
$236,813; total, $1 117,543 
Show ing (for fonr years) a decrease in 
th at class of the city 's debt of $382 457. 
This, however, does not, it appears, show 
the entire gain by the city, for in the sam e 
period, beside adding to their holding of 
past due coupons, the C-ommissioneis have 
purchased bonds to the sm ouut of $177,000 
—ail of w hich except $1,500, of 1898 and 
1903. 
To these bonds are attached coupons 
not due. w hich the city would ultim ately 
have been n m p e lle d to redeem, am ount­ 
ing to $108 360. m aking in fonr years an 
actnal reduction of the liabilities of the 
city, on account of the funded d tb t, i f 
$490 817, as disclosed by the books of the 
Com m ission.

Further Particulars of the W reck on the 
Oregon. 
Salem, N ovem ber lo th .—F u rth e r par­ 
ticulars of the accident to th e California 
express last night reached here to-day. The 
accident happened at th e n o rth end of the 
long trestle crossing w hat is know n as 
Lake Labash, about a half-m ile north of 
the Chemawa In d ian T raining School, five 
m iles from Salem . 
The trestle m ust have given aw ay assoon 
as the engine struck it, and th e trata and 
the trestle all w ent dow n together. 
The 
engine was overturned and half-buried al­ 
m ost in th e m ud. 
Then followed th e first-class day coach, 
w hich was saved from going over 
by 
alighting w ith th e front end on an old 
tree broken off about even w ith the trestle. 
Follow ing th is were th e tender, m ail, 
baggage and express cars, tw isted and 
broken entirely out of sh are. 
T he seats in th e car were every one 
broken to splinters, and th e partitions in 
the car were broken in to thousands of 
pieces. 
T hen followed th e sm oker, the seats in 
w hich were nearly all broken. N e st was 
the tourist sleeper. 
E ngineer Jo h n M cFadden, firem an F in- 
neal and an unknow n m an riding on the 
front platform were killed. 
In all, about a 
dozen were seriously 
injured. 
N early 
every passenger on the train was injured. 
C onductor Cousar and C. G riebel were 
badly w ounded. 
HOW THE KKfHT WAS PASSED. 
Fires were built near the wreck to keep 
the w ounded from chilling through in the 
cold fog. 
Laid out on the ground were the 
m angled corpses recovered from the wreck. 
R eclining on im provised beds about the 
fires were the w onndtd, w ho had been 
taken from coaches, w hile standing about, 
tendering w hat assistance they could, were 
those less seriously w ounded, and around 
these and everyw here were the crowds who 
h ad com e to help or from curiosity. 
In 
th e coaches, slanting on the fallen trestle 
w ork, were the sam e scenes, every available 
cushion being occupied by som e unfortu­ 
nate one m ore or less injured. 
As soon as 
th e doctors from Salem arrived, at about 
11:15 o’clock, they set about dressing the 
w ounds and adm inistering to the needs of 
th e injured. 
THE NEWS AT SALEM. 
T he first news of the disaster that reached 
Salem cam e by an In d ian student of the 
C hem aw a school, w ho arrived a little be­ 
fore 9 o'clock, having ridden in. 
H e said 
a h u n d rrd people were killed. 
Im m edi­ 
ately every physician in the city and a 
large n u m b er of helpers were sum m oned 
and taken to th e scene. 
E very available 
rig in th e city was taken w ithin a few m in ­ 
u tes and hundreds were soon upon the 
spot. 
A relief train was also ordered im ­ 
m ediately from A lbany—a part of the A l­ 
bany E xpress th at passed over the deadly 
trestle only a few m inutes before the ill- 
fated train w ent down. 
A t once a w recking obstruction train was 
started out from P ortland w hich will clear 
th e wreck and repair th e break as speedily 
as possible. 
T he length of th e bridge is 
about six hundred feet. 
T he trestle work 
there is from sixteen to tw enty feet high. 
I t is supposed the engineer felt the trestle 
give way as soon as his engine struck it. 
H e gave one short w histle and eet the 
brakes. 
T he train m oved ahead about fifty 
yards, and w ent dow n in less th an a m in ­ 
ute. 
T he scenes at 
Salem 
follow ing last 
n ie h t’s disaster are most" m ournful. 
At 
8:30 this m orning a train arrived from the 
w reck bearing the killed and w ounded, and 
hundreds of Salem people were in atten d ­ 
ance to help carry them on stretchers to the 
W illam ette H otel, w hich was converted 
into a hospital for the tim e being. 
U nder­ 
takers' vans stood at the depot giounds 
w ith their suggestive receptacles, w hile a 
long file of m en only slightly crippled 
w alked slowly tow ard the hotel, supported 
on each side by helpful citizens or railw ay 
employes. 
Men and w om en w ith faces blackened, 
bloody and bruised, were carried out on 
stretchers apparently unconscious or rest­ 
ing after the horrors of th e night. 
It took an hour to unload two cars of u n ­ 
fortunates.
